Secretary Hull said anything officially 
after the conference. But it was a 
hot session, authoritative sources re- 
port.

Oumansky had plenty to kick about 


on behalf of his country, and pro- 
bably had been told pretty force- 
fully to do some kicking. This coun- 
try has not even tried to hide its 
hope that Finland will knock Stalin's 
legions into the Vol.ga.
